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DETAILED ACTION 

ART REJECTION: 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-45 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Krishan 
et al(6,975,222). 

- In considering claims 1-45, the claimed subject matter that is met by Krishan et 
al(Krishan) includes: 

1) the key operated lock including lock body including a key operated locking 
assembly, tamper monitorable locking assembly, wireless communication circuit, 
remotely monitorable indication of the locking and unlocking, and locking assembly 
being operated by an electronic lock are met by the lock assembly(14) including cable 
and microprocessor(15)(see: column 2, lines 6 et seq). 

With regards to the shipping container with closures, RFID, magnet and reed 
switch sensors, and closure pin connected to body, although not specifically taught by 
Krishan, use of these devices for monitorable lock bodies are well known in the art, and 
therefore it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to incorporate these devices into the system of Krishan, since this 
would have enhanced the operation of the lock of Krishan by providing accurate 
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sensors for the for determining unautliorized access to tine locl^, as well as monitoring of 
the overall operation of the lock.
